on the arms and are operatively con- 
nected with the stops. A collar of ring 
normally engages the ends of the bars, 
the ring being provided with alternat- 
ing elevations and depressions. The 
collar is locked by means of a levee. 
A stop lever is arranged to engage the 
projecting portion of the lock lever to 
unlock the collar whenever desired. 
By means of this lever mechanism the 
collar can be made to rotate with the 
arms, or it, can be thrown, out of gear, 
so that the bars will sink into the de- 
pressions, thereby stopping the motor, 


Tbe vanes, as our illustration shows, 


are of peculiar construction. 
Each 


vane consists of a rectangular frame to 
which a cover is secured. To this rec- 
tangular frame canvas covered side 
frames are pivoted so that they can 
fold inwardly. At-the pivotal or outer 
end of the vanes a folding canvas cov- 
ered end frame is attached and is op- 
posed by a balancing frame likewise 
covered with canvas, f he vanes are 
pressed by the current against the 
stops. TVhen the vanes approach a po- 
sition directly in line with the wind, 
they are swung around on their pivots 
partially by the action of the wind on 
the end frames. 
This action is coun- 


terbalanced by the balancing frame, 
thereby preventing the vanes from 
swinging around too soon.

ITtilizinsr the SHU'S Heat. 


The sun's beat has been harnessed at 


last Dr. William Calver of Washing- 
ton, has invented the necessary appa- 
ratus, according to Pearson's Magazine. 


In the inventor's laboratory, or "sun 


power yard," as he prefers to call it, 
there are in all 1,000 small mirrors, ar- 
ranged on frames of different sizes, the 
largest holding 810 mirrors and the 
smallest 28. 
Each mirror has been 


found capable, by actual tliermometric- 
al measurement, to reflect from 10 to 15 
degrees of heat, according to the lo- 
cation of the sun, the angle of the 
mirror and the heat or warmth of the 
day. 
With all the mirrors iu use, 


therefore, a total heat of some 24,000 
degrees Is generated. 


In the ordinary way Dr. Culver 


never uses more ibaii one or two of 
his mirror frames simultaneously; in 
fact, unless required to melt down a 
mountain of stone or to perform some 
gigantic operation of the kind, he 
would hardly have cause to do so. 
The svin rays are, focused on a piece 
uf highly burnished metal, shaped like 
the smooth inside of a 
washbasin, 


only much larger. A piece of wood, 
three feet in length and an inch across, 
drawn soaking from a barrel of water 
and thrust into the reflected rays dries 
in about a half second aud in another 
half bursts into flame. 


Each of the mirror frames operates 


a heliomotor of its own. The heat, 
like ice, may be stored up indefinitely, 
for use iu cloudy weather. The liuat 
reservoir is a round metal tank, not un- 
like nn ordinary gns storage tank, 1iU- 
ed with a combination of minerals and 
fitted with tight sliding doors. 
The 


heat is absobed by the minerals and 


since that time there have been won- 
derful improvements in the methods 
of mining and handling tbe ore and 
preparing it for lake shipment to the 
Carnegie docks at Cocueaut. 
More 


than 3.000 tons of ore are mined aud 
shipped each working day of the year.

DAVIS 8HOET II H!S AOOOTJSTS. 


It I» All*£Cd Th«t Bred 


Dribe* to Help Bin Bro:bt-r Offlorr 
Cover Cp Deceit—Defense Objects to 
Conrt Martial, !*«»« I* Ovcrrclrd. 
Manila. April 30.—The trial of Cap- 


tain James C- Reed, former depot com- 
missary at Manila and who was arrest- 
ed about a fortnight ago for alleged 
participation in the commissary frauds, 
was begun here yesterday and bids 
fair to develop into a celebrated case. 
Captain Reed is charged with soliciting 
and receiving bribes and with other 
official misconduct. 


At the beginning of the trial counsel 


for the defendant objected to the juris- 
diction of the court, alleging that un- 
der an act promulgated in 1901 officers 
of the regular establishment are in- 
eligible as members of a court mar- 
tial to try an officer of volunteers. The 
defense further denied that a state of 
war existed in Manila today and al- 
leged that the provost marshal, Gen- 
eral George W. Davis, is unauthorized 
to convene a general court martial and 
intimated that, inasmuch as General 
MacArthur virtually 
preferred 
the 


charges against Captaiu Reed, conse- 
quently the orders directing his trial 
by court martini should come from 
Washington. The defense further ob- 
jected to the fact that several members 
of the court were of inferior rank to 
Captain Reed. 
All these objections 


were overruled, aud the hearing of 
testimony was begun. 


Dnvii Short In Account*. 


Mr. Sehindler, manager of the Al- 


bambra cigar factory, testified that in 
November Captain. Reed had told him 
that Major George"]?. Davis, who was 
'the depot- commissary before Captain 
Reed, but who was-seot to the United 
States ou skjk leave and whose name 
appears upon the books of Evans & 
Co., government contractors at Manila, 
as the recipient of $1,000, was §2.000 
short in his accounts. Continuing. Mr. 
Schindler testified that those having- 
profitable contracts with the govern- 
ment were asked to assist in making 
good Major Davis' deficiency. Sehin- 
dler gave Captain ReM .?1,050, which 
was 2% per cent commission on the 
cigars sold to the commissary depart- 
ment during the time that Major Da- 
vis was depot commissary at Manila: 
An officer named Franklin, who was 
assistant commissary, testified to the 
effect that on March 18, following the 
direction of a superior officer, he" ob- 
tained $1,000 from Major D.ivis and 
paid this raoney over to Schiudler. 


Inspector General Garlington testi- 


fied that during the preliminary inves- 
tigation of the commissary scandals 
Captain Reed admitted to him recov- 
ering money from Schiudler and oth- 
ers and gave as an excuse that the 
money,, so recovered was intended to 
cover Major Davis' beef shortage. 


Lieutenant Richard H. Towuley of 


the navy, at present superintendent of 
the Manila Nautical school, testified 
that as the result of a conference with 
Captain Reed he went to see Castle 
Bros., contractors, who supply the com- 
missary department with vegetables, 
etc., aud wanted them to give Captain 
Reed $2.000 aud 10 per cent commission 
on all sales. Castle Bros, demurred to 
this proposition. Lieutenant Townley 
again went to Castle Bros, and this 
time only asked them for $2,000. Cas- 
tle Bros, were reluctant to hand over 
this sum. and Lieutenant Tow'nley ek- 
plainecl that Captain Reed was iu a po- 
sition to advance the interests of the 
firm and that it would be advantageous 
tc- the interests of the firm to oblige 
him. 


Thonprht Reea Did Rigrht. 


Lieutenant Townley testified that he 


further explained 1o Castlp Bros, that 
Captain Reed might allow them the 
use of government lighters and possi- 
bly be less rigid iu the inspection *of 
goods purchased. Lieutenant Townley 
said he thought Captain Reed was do- 
ing a noble thing ia attempting to pro- 
tect the character of a brother officer. 
He also said that "such transactions 
were not customary in the navjr. When 
cross questioned, Lieutenant Towuley 
said rather sheepishly that he- was not 
so sure he was doing right in taking 
the witness chair.' 


Colonel Charles A. "Woodruff, cliief of 


the subsistance department iu Manila, 
explained the circumstances of Captain 
Reed's -appointment and described the 
duties of the depot commissary, not 
knowing whether the accounts of Ma- 
jor Davis were correct or not. 'Colonel 
Woodruff explained-that on Dec. 30 
Costle Bros, aroused his suspicions by 
intimating that money was being col- 
lected by an officer of the commissary 
department. Later Colonel Woodruff 
sont for Captain Reed, who admitted 
receiving rebates for the purpose of 
covering the delinquencies of Major 
Davis. The testimony of <}olonol Wood- 
ruff is unfinished, and other witnesses 
are awaiting examination.

Conference yesterday morning to con- 
sider the question of the withdrawal of 
the troops and decided to address a 
note to the ministers informing them 
thnt when the ministers are able to an- 
nounce the lump sum demanded as in- 
demnity aufl the Chinese have agreed 
to the principle of payment arrange- 
ments will be possible for withdrawal. 


The other matters discussed were tho 


handing over of the administration of 
Peking TO native officials and tiie plan 
for the command of the legation guards 
as to whether this command should be 
centered in one officer or each-detach- 
ment should IJP independent. 


Regarding the government of Poking, 


it was decided to allow the Chinese 
gradually to assume more control until 
the civil government was entirely in 
their hands, the military only exercis- 
ing passive supervision. 


Views o£ tl»e Ministers. 


Some time was spent ia considering 


the reply of the ministers to views re- 
cently enunciated by the generals re- 
garding other questions of a purely 
military ehf.rneter. The ministers agi^e 
with the generals as to razing tho forts 
nnd also as to the points to bo occupied 
between Peking and the sea, but they 
desire the generals to specify the num- 
bers of the different nationalities nt 
Tien-tsiu and Shan-hai-kwau. So far 
ss concerns the garrison of 4.000 num 
which is to remain provisionally at 
Tieu-tsiu during the period of actual oc- 
cupation, it will be necessary that each 
nation's strength shall be determined. 


The ministers believe that the pro- 


visional government at Tien-tsin shorld 
be abolished as soon as the situation 
permits. 
' They agree thnt the forces in Cli'na 
should be under one commander in 
chief, but they contend that the gener- 
als should understand thnt the legation 
guards are entirely outside such forces 
and under their respective ministers. 


The ministers suggested that it would 


be necessary for the generals to consid- 
er the advisability of intrusting the 
police and administration of Pe'.dug to 
Chinese officials about one month he- 
fore the evacuation, but in considering 
this question they urged thai the fact 
must be rec.'tllnd that there h;;d never 
]ieeu military admini.strnllmi or a per- 
manent military organization in Pe- 
king. 


Qnentlon of XSvjionnfSon. 


. Concerning the question of military 
evacuation the ministers informed the 
generals that a proposition HO conceiv- 
ed had been submitted unanimously by 
the representatives of tho powers to 
their governments, thnt a partinl reduc- 
tion of troops was already possible, but 
that evacuation proper coulrl not com- 
mence before ,he Chinese government 
lind fulfilled nitides 2 and ]() of the 
joint note and not before China had ac- 
cepted the general conditions for tho 
payment of indemnities.
